And a 
stronger position in the Black community. 

If we flunk out on education opportunities that are 
vastly more available today, then we flunk out on tomor- 
row’s opportunities for all of us. 

Then there’s the insidiousness of Black-on-Black 
crime. Blacks ripping off other Blacks. Because of envy. 
Apathy. And false values—if any—that too often stem 
from a cancerous lack of caring. 

If this kind of crime continues to destroy our faith and 
trust in ourselves, then what are we? 

Last, but not least, is the strength of the home uriit. 
The responsibility of both Mother and Father to work 
together, one as the other. to provide the best starting 
ground for our children as possible. ; ; 

If home. isn’t where the heart is, then were raising 
future generations with no heart. ; 

Of course many of our problems still stem from dis- 
crimination. | don’t deny that. But we're all going to be 
hard put to handle that problem if we don’t take care of 
a few of our own first. 

If we all believe that Black is beautiful. how can any 
one of us help make it ugly? —

Biology Program aimed at Training

Dr. John Z. Bowers, the foundation’s 
president, said the program had been 
stimulated in part by the latest medical 
school enrollment figures, which have 
shown a drop-off in the number of 
blacks entering the nation’s medical 
schools. 

Dr. Bowers said that among the 
reasons cited by medica! educators for 
the decline were the foliowing: 

More. black medical students are 
having academic problems and the 
poo! of talented prospective black doc- 
tors has heen considerably reduced. 

Medica! schools are turning down 
thousands of- academically quatitied 
white students, making it more difficult 
to award a place to a black student with 
lower grades. :

The only black to seek nomination for a statewide 
office im the June 8 primary election, has been 
counted out. J Sara J. of the Cuyahoga 
County. Municipal Court, -C and, was eliminated 
when 205 of the 1164. signatures on her petitions were 
bted invalid by the office of Secretary of State Ted W. 

wn, 

Judge Harper, who filed for the Supreme Court term 
beginning Jan. 2, 1977, is a Republican. In 
checking her petitions, Brown said she had sufficient 
signatures to qualify for the nomination, but she had 
made the mistake of accepting Democrat signers. He 
also pointed out that the petitions also were signed by 
unregistered Republicans. 

Brown Further noted that most of the signers reside 
in Cuyahoga County. However, he said that 959 of the 
signatures were valid, but was just 41 shy of the 1,000 
required to qualify for the ballot. U 
deadline has passed, Brown exp th 
Harper could still appeal his ype to the |courts.

Are they to separate 
from the general public dangerous criminals? Are 
they supposed to be Instruments of rehabilitation?

The need for some basic decisions about the future 
of prisons has been made more urgent by the 
revelation that so many of these institutions are 
modern-day snake pits — overcrowded, dirty and 
themselves crime-ridden. centers that brutalize 
prisoners and staff alike. 

A federal judge in Alabama termed that state's 
prison fife “cruel and unusual punishment” that 
violates the Constitution and ordered minimum stan- 
dards of living space, linen changes, food, exercise
